Secondly , parallels of Latitude which are Circles 
drawn parallelto the EquinoCtial, at every 10 degrees 
of the Meridian by then the Latitude of any place 
may be found, | 

Beſides theſe Circles there 1s a Brazen Meridian move- 
able adivided into four quarters , each quarter being 
divided into $o degrees, and ſo the whole into 360 
degrees; this 1s called the general Meridian. 

Upon this Brazen Meridian ig the hour wheel placed 
towards the North Pole, divided into 24 parts , repre- 
ſenting the 24 hours of a Natural day. 

Upon this Meridi:n is alſo a quadrant of thin Braſs 
divided into 90 degrees. and thjs repreſenteth the Cir» 
cles of altitude being placed inthe Zenith. 

| There is likewiſe an Horizon , which is a frame of 
wood on Which the Brazen Meridian, and — 
| the

the whole Globe and all his appurtenances reſts, and 
the Globe may be ſet to the Latitnde of any place 
thereby, the uppermoſt Superfcies of this whole trame 
onely repreſerteth the Horizon, and is covered with 
a Kalender to finde the day of the Moneth, the place 
of the Sun, and many other things 3ccording to the 
largeneſs of the Globe; there is in the bottom of the 
frame a little Box with a needle placed therein, to ſet 
the Globe right Noth or South at as ytime. 

To be brief , the'Globe 1s the moſt neceſſary Inſtru- 
ment that can be for all thoſe that ſtudy aftronomy 
or Aſtrology.
